ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


The general purpose of public health nursing is to pro- 
vide the nursing service which can help toward achieving 
and maintaining optimal health. Your public health nurse 
carries out this purpose by giving preventive, therapeutic, 
and rehabilitative services to individuals and families in 
their homes; and through assisting organized community 
programs for prevention of illness and promotion of health. 


The Falmouth Healih Council sponsors a monthly Child 
Heaith Conference. These conferences are for pre-school 
children that are not already under regular medical super- 
vision. Every child who attends receives a physical examina- 
tion, which is the most important function of a Child Health 
Conference. These conferences have been well attended. 
Ay records go back to 1948. That year, the attendance was 
147. The total attendance for 1961 was 171. The year 1950 
was the year that had the largest attendance — 219. The 
number of children immunized has varied in the past years, 
but every child has the opporiunity io be immunized. The 
following number were immunized in 1961:

PROGRESS REPORT OF 
FALMOUTH MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


The Falmouth Memorial Library reached a new peak of 
service in 1961 when records showed another 10% increase 
in circulation. Of the 35,222 books and periodicals circu- 
lated during the past year, 30,945 were borrowed from the 
main library and 4,277 from the Branch. 


The library collection now numbers 8,967 volumes of 
which 7,583 are at the main library and 1,384 at the 
Branch, serving 2,164 registered borrowers. 


It has become increasingly difficult during the past year 
to operate in our cramped quarters. However, much effort 
has been made to remedy this situation, and the Building 
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Fund now stands at $13,000 in cash and $486 in unpaid 
pledges. Although the efforts of the past year are to be 
commended, we must bear in mind that the funds at hand 
fall far short of the $30,000 goal. 


On May 2, 1962 we will be commemorating our 10th 
anniversary of service to the town. In what more fitting way 
could we as a town celebrate this historic event than to lay 
the “cornerstone” for our new addition? Therefore, with 
gratitude to all who have actively supported the library in 
the past, we press on to greater spheres of service and, 
specifically, to the meeting of our immediate goal — the new 
addition which will enable us to serve you more 
efficiently.

REPORT OF SCHOOL SURVEY COMMITTEE 


The School Survey Committee has held four meetings 
during the past year. 


In the spring the Committee inspected several areas as 
possible school sites on the Foreside. 


At a joint meeting with the Elementary School Building 
Committee and the Selectmen the school enrollment projec- 
tions (as brought up to date by Harold Walton) were re- 
viewed. Mr. Walton’s report revealed that the enrollment 
at the High School could be expected to reach 550 students 
by 1972. The members at this joint meeting voted: 


<a) To recommend that the High School Building Committee 
should consider an expansion of high school facilities 
to accommodate 550 students. 


b) To recommend that the Elementary School Building 
Committee should proceed toward the construction of 
an elementary school on the Foreside. 


c) To recommend that a High School Building Committee 
take immediate steps to secure plans for an addition 
to the High School.

On January 28, 1962, the Survey Committee met to 
consider the estimated cost of contemplated school con- 
struction. At this meeting, it was voted: 


a) To postpone further recommendations for building 
construction until a preliminary report from the com- 
prehensive survey of the town could be obtained. The 
preliminary report from the comprehensive survey 
of the town is expected to be ready early in the Fall

ELEMENTARY SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


This committee was appointed to obtain plans for class- 
rooms for an elementary school as recommended by the 
Survey Committee. 


The committee first selected a site back of the present 
Pine Grove School after looking at two other sites in the 
Falmouth Foreside area. 


During the summer of 1960, the Superintendent of 
Schools secured from the heirs of the property, given as Pine 
Grove Park, permission to use part of the area for a school. 


An architectural firm, Beal, DePeter and Spaulding, was 
then selected to draw preliminary plans for a school back 
of the present Pine Grove School. 


The committee approved these plans as laid out on this 
site. 
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At annual town meeting in March 1961, money was 
appropriated to complete the plans for a 4, 6 or 10 room 
school. 


During the spring of 1961, it became apparent that there 
would be some difficulty in legally securing the land to use 
for school building purposes. 


The committee again looked at sites and decided to aban- 
don plans for use of the Pine Grove area in favor of the 
Luce property of 16% acres off Lunt Road and across the 
street from the Library. This was purchased for the town for 
$5,000.00. 


The town agreed to accept the Luce site for the school and 
authorized the architect to revise his plans to fit this site. 


In October 1961, it was learned that nowhere on this 
property was there adequate amounts of sand or gravel to 
meet the requirements for as large a filter bed as was neces- 
sary to meet new state requirements for sewerage disposal. 


This made it necessary to decide on a sewer main and 
sewage treatment plant emptying into Suqitterygussett 
Creek. 


The committee agreed to hire H. |. & E. C. Jordan, Port- 
land sanitary engineers to estimate costs on a sewage dis- 
posal program. This could also serve homes along Lunt Road 
from the new school, homes on some adjoining and nearby 
streets and also Lunt, Motz and the Junior High Schools. 


The Federal and State governments would support such 
a program. The estimated cost would be about $113,000 of 
which the Federal and State governments would pay approxi- 
mately $42,000. 


‘Final plans for the building were accepted and contractors 
bid on both a 6 and 10-room building. The low bid was 
$284,600 for ten rooms and $33,600 less for six rooms by 
J. H. Miller, Inc., Bath. 


At this time the estimated cost of the additions to the 
high school became known. Because of the great cost there 
($550,000 estimated) and the additional $284,600 for the 
elementary school, the selectmen proposed that all buildings 
be modified or postponed until the planning firm of Atwood 
and Blackwell, hired by the town, has a chance to evaluate 
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(1) the ability of the Falmouth taxpayer to pay; (2) a possible 
change in site of the elementary school should the planners 
propose a new rezoning plan. 

The committee agreed to this proposal.

REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


The Falmouth High School Building Committee was 
authorized by the annual town meeting in March 1961.

During July 1961, the Committee held four meetings at 
which time needs of the High School were reviewed and 
studied. It was agreed, after meeting with the Survey Com- 
mittee and Selectmen, that the additional needs of the 
High School for a period of 10 years was as follows: 


Space for 550 pupils including:

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In August 1961, three meetings were held at which time 
six architects were interviewed and the firm of Allied 
Engineering Inc. was retained to develop plans. 


In discussing the plans with the engineers, the following 
items were presented for their consideration: 


1. The General purpose room shall include storage 
space inasmuch as the present stage will have to be 
removed for additional seating in the near future. 


2. Possibilities of new science rooms being adjacent to 
present science rooms for efficiency in scheduling. 


3. Possibility of further expansion in future years. 


4. Possibility of enclosing of passageways between 
buildings. 


5. Parking area for town affairs, teachers and pupils to 
be included. 


6. All built-in equipment to be included in contract, i.e. 
venetian blinds, library shelving, lockers, etc. 


7. Consideration of 2-story building and cost estimates 
for both one and 2-story buildings. 


8. Advisability of walk-in freezer to serve all five 
kitchens in the school system. 


Two meetings were held in September 1961 at which time 
arrangements were made to visit the New Yarmouth High 
School. Also, it was decided at this time that it would be 
necessary to relocate the Industrial Arts addition into a 
separate structure. 


Three meetings were held in October 1961 at which time 
the 2-story plans were dropped due to expense of removing 
ledge and a high water level in the area. 


During November and December, the designers con- 
tinued to work on plans and presented an estimated cost of 
$550,000 for the additions. Engineering fees for completed 
plans to be presented at the regular town meeting in March 
would be approximately $20,625, of which $12,000 was 
available. 


The Committee voted to ask that the Selectmen insert an 
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article in the special town meeting warrant for January 26, 
1962 requesting $9,000 to complete plans. 


At a special town meeting on January 26, 1962, the 
Planning Board amended the article to read $6300 to be used 
for completing plans for a 2-story building. The town voted 
in favor of this amendment. 


The engineers have informed the Building Committee 
that the $6300 appropriated is an insufficient sum to cover 
the expense of abandoning the partially completed original 
plans and completing new plans for the proposed 2-story 
building. 


At the last meeting of the Building Committee held on 
February 14, 1962, it was unanimously voted by the Build- 
ing Committee that cost estimates should be prepared by 
Allied Engineering. It is the intention of the Committee that 
these cost estimates will be reviewed at a joint meeting of 
the Town Council, Planning Board, Superintending School 
Committee and High School Building Committee in an 
attempt to present to the town a plan that has the backing 
of all committees concerned after March 15, 1962.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHCOLS 
Town of Falmouth 


In, accordance with the requirements of the laws of the 
State of Maine, | herewith, submit the annual report and 
financial statement for the Falmouth School System for the 
fiscal year of 1961. 


The schools opened in September 1961 with 1071 pupils 
in the elementary grades and 381 students at Falmouth 
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High School. One new teaching position was filled in the 
science department at the High School, and an additional 
teacher was employed for the elementary grades. There are 
70 full-time teachers and principals employed to carry on the 
instructional program in the several schools. For the coming 
school year, 1962-63, a second shop teacher and another 
language teacher are needed at Falmouth High School and 
a sixth grade teacher is needed for the elementary grades. 


The individual scores of the Stanford Achievement tests in 
the elementary grades reveal that 80% to 90% of the Fal- 
mouth pupils had a placement above the National Median 
of the tests. (The National average is 50% above the median). 
For the second straight year members of the High School 
senior class were honored at a recognition dinner for those 
75 graduating students of the State of Maine who had 
obtained the highest scores in the College Entrance examina- 
tions. One of the three National Merit Scholarships awarded 
in Maine was received by David Soule. 


The science students won many awards at the Regional 
Science Fair. Three Falmouth High School students received 
awards at the State Science Fair. 


Fifty-eight members of the graduating class of 90 stu- 
dents continued their education in September 1961. Thirty- 
seven of these graduates enrolled in a 4-year college pro- 
gram. Falmouth High School continues to be an accredited 
secondary school. The definition for accreditation from the 
State Bulletin is as follows: 


“Accreditation is a mark of distinction awarded by the 
State Board of Education to a school which satisfies a 
visiting committee that it is meeting well for all of its 
pupils all of the educational needs that normally are 
‘served by schools. A certificate of accreditation is 
awarded for a five-year period. It may be renewed 
only upon the recommendation of a new visiting com- 
mittee; it may be withdrawn upon evidence that the 
school has reduced the quality of its services.” 


Twenty-five of the teachers have studied professional 
courses during the past year. 


The special project in the reading program has been 
expanded to include teachers from the subprimary, first and 
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second grades. A thorough study of the science program for 
all grades will be made under the direction of the State 
Department of Education and the United States Department 
of Education.

In following the practice of keeping the buildings in good 
condition, each school was thoroughly cleaned and minor 
repairs completed. The janitors are to be congratulated in the 
fine appearance of the schools. 


Since the new elementary school building for the Fore- 
side area was not forthcoming, the basement rooms at the 
Huston School were continued and a room at the Lunt School 
was divided to make two undersized classrooms. It is 
recognized that these classrooms do not meet the minimum 
standards established for classrooms by the State Depart- 
ment of Education.

ASSETS 


The cash balances, as noted in the Balance Sheet, were 
reconciled with the bank statements and a written confirma- 
tion of the balance was made. 


A percentage of the uncollected taxes and tax liens un- 
paid at December 31, 1961 were also verified by written 
confirmation. 


LIABILITIES 


Written confirmation was made of notes payable and all 
cancelled bonds and coupons were physically inspected. 


GENERAL 


The procedure for keeping the municipal records of the 
_ Clerk-Treasurer and Tax Collector was examined, and found 
to be adequate and in compliance with the General Laws of 
the State of Maine, as required of the several officers 
mentioned herein. 


The Selectmen’s records are kept by double entry book- 
keeping and a trial balance is taken as often as once a 
month. Detailed records are kept of all accounts to support 
the balances as shown on the trial balance. 


‘ SCOPE OF AUDIT 


This audit was made as required by the State Department 
of Audit, Chapter 405, Section 26, of the General Laws of 
Loe 


Records were checked to determine the accuracy of record- 
ing cash transactions. The system of internal control was 
reviewed as to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. External verifications, on a test basis, were 
utilized to determine the correctness of recorded assets and 
liabilities. 
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Receipts, vouchers and cancelled checks were examined 
for a selected period. Bond and insurance coverages were 
examined. Excise Tax collections for a selected period were 
verified with copies of the receipts retained by the Tax 


Collector. 


Various laws relating to the administration of the fiscal 
affairs of the municipality were reviewed to determine that 
the financial transactions had been properly administered.
